Book ” for the period July-December 1952. 


No 70-ITC (PN) /52.— All established importers of the articles indicated in 
schedule ‘A , for which the policy for July-December 1952 period has not yet been 
announced, .should submit a statement in the form prescribed in Schedule B to 
the Chief Controller of Imports separately for each item so as to reach him Dy 
the 15th July, 1952. The statement should be on thick white paper of half foolscap 
size (8"X64") and signed by some one entitled to sign all legal documents on 
behalf of the firm. Four copies of the statement should be sent to the Chief Con- 
troller of Imports, New Delhi, and a fifth copy should be sent to the appropriate 
licensing authority as indicated in the Hand Book of Rules and Procedure. The 
licensing policy for these items will be announced after the information now called 
for has been received. 


2. It is not intended that any documentary evidence should be enclosed with 
the statements nor need any applications for licences be sent with them. Applica- 
tions along with the usual formalities will be entertained when the policy has been 
announced. 


3. Established importers who wanted to claim licences on the basis of Imports 
made in 1951-52 were required under Public Notice No. 55-ITC(PN)/52, dated the 
29th May, 1952 to produce the documents in support of their actual imports before 
the port authorities on or before the 30th June 1952. It has been decided that, 
for items for which the policy has not yet been announced such evidence will con- 
tinue to be entertained till the 15th July 1952.
